this week and next. He said he has dealt with it only tangentially. He 
indicated that the person to contact on the matter would be Forest Frank, 
also onthe staff. Iasked Mr. Fite if the mark-up was scheduled before 
the full Committee. He informed me that it is to be before the full 
Subcommittee on International Operations and not the full Committee. I 
thanked him for his help, and he said that I should feel free to call anytime. 
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i. [sd LEGISLATION Called Tracey Cole, OMB, 
to tell her that I had spoken to Ginny Schlundt, Counsel to the Subcommittee 
on International Operations, House Committee on International Relations, 
to raise with Ms. Schlundt our concerns with subsection 7(c) of H.R. 11383, 
the ''Peace Academy"! bill. I indicated that Ms. Schlundt had agreed on the 

J phone to make changes in the subsection in line with my suggestions, but 
had subsequently requested a letter explaining our problem and our suggested 
changes be sent to Subcommittee Chairman Dante Fascell (D., Fla.). I 
informed Ms. Cole that such a letter had been drafted and asked how she 
wished us to handle it. She asked us to send it through OMB for review; she 
said she would clear it immediately to the Subcommittee after OMB review.
